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PROPAGATION OF CRIMINALS. 


A remarkable instance of the prop- 
agation of criminals was related by 
Dr. Harris, of New York, ata recent 
meeting of the State Charities Aid 
Associution. In a small village in a 
county on the Upper Hudsdii; some 
seventy yenrs ago, a young girl nam 
ed “Margaret” we set adrifton the 
casual charity of the inhabitants. She 
became the mother of a lung race of 
criminals and paupers, and her prog- 
eny has cursed the country ever since. 
The county records show two hun- 
dred of her descendents who have 
been criminals. In one singlo. gen- 
eration of her unhappy line there 
were twenty children; of these three 
died in infancy, and seventeen sur- 
vived to maturity. Ofthe seventeen 
nine served in the State prison for 
high crimes an aggregate term of fif- 
ty years, while the others were fre- 
quent inmates of jails and penitenti- 
aries and almshouses ! Of the nine 
hundred descendents, through six 
generations, from this unhappy girl 
who was left on the village streets 
and abandoned in her childhood, a 
great number have been idiots, imbe- 
ciles, drunkards, lunatics, paupers and 
prostitates ; but two hundred of the

You cannotlove people because of 
their relationship- The true friend- 
ship of two people is that friendship 
which draws them together without 
any compulsion. There is no social 
tyranny to make people friends in the 
Toke what in old coun- 
tries we call loyalty ; it is very often 
mean and miserable, but occasiofially 
noble enough When a prince has a 
wry neck, and the courtiers carry 
their neck aside, because the prince 
has a crooked neck, that is simply 
absurd. When the queen ties he: 
veil ünder her chin, and other ladies 
tie their miserable veils under their 
ridiculous chins on other days that 
are not windy then it is simply 
laughable, But when princes are 
wise and valiant,and lead their people 
nobly, then loyalty and love of them 
becomes something noble. 


There is a passage in DeQuincey in 
which he says he wonders how any 
honorable Roman conld keep from 
wishing to kick Jupiter. You re 
member that Jupiter was an omnipo 
tent god, but an omnipotent rascal. 
Why did they worship these gods? 
Not because they loved them, be- 
cause they were great, big, strong 
gods, who could hurt them. In such 
a religion there was no nobility and 
no friendshiv. But with religion in 
which men speak of God as their 
father and friend and leader, and 
when they call him the Good Shep- 
herd, the Redeomer. and the Saviour, 
then there springs up between the 
worshippers and the God they wor 
ship this sublime friendship, this mu- 
tual regard. this drawing together; 
religion becomes nobleness, and wor- 
shipping a sublimity. Now this 
friendship is nocessary in marriage. 
But some of you will say every man 
is a friend to his wife. Do you really 
think so soberly? I read in the 
newspapers some very striking meth 
oda which some men employ to show 
their friendship for their wives. Wo 
men are always throwing themselves 
away upon men, and men upon wo- 
men. with whom they never would 
bave spent an hour if they could nev- 
er have married them. 


Iadmit itis a mystery why any 
man marries any woman, and it is 
always a mystery to the neighbors 
what that man could see in that fright 
or that woman in that tool to marry. 
But what | want to show you is that 
where great men havo been happy 
with their wives, they have married 
women with whom they could have 
had a noble friendship if they had 
not married them. It ia too late to 
warn some of you, I know, but | may 
be in time to save somo of you.— 
Whether clergymen ought to marry 
or not I do not know; but we will 
take four clerical weddings, two good 
and two bad. One shall be tho wed 
ding of wed«ings, that shook the 
world moro than any other of modern 
times; that of Martin Luther, the 
monk, to Catharine Deborah, the nnn. 
Then the world shook. the Catholics 
were horrified, and the Pope laughed, 
and though Luther had certainly 
finished himself this time, whiie the 
Protestants shook their heads and 
said: “Oh. doctor, you shouldn't 
hare gone so far." 


You know, in the old country, 
when anything unfortunate happens 
to the good people, it is called an 
“affliction which is to bo overruled 
for their spiritual good;" but when 
it happens to the heterodox it is a 
“judgment.” I beg you to keep up 
the distinction, because it is so full 
of Christian charity.

He had left the old church and so 
had she. His studies "she tried to 
understand as far as tho little chil- 
dren would let her, and so their life | 
was one of almost unbroken happi 
nefs. Now there was Joseph Hooker, 
to turn to the Anglican Church. He 
was the most injudicious of Hookers 
in regard to marriage. We will look 
inside his parsonage. Three scholars 
went to his house one day to talk 
with him, und I wish I had been there 
to listen ; and while they were deep 
in discussion the door opened, and 
a shrill voice called : “ Richard, come 
and rock the cradle.” Again he re 
turned, resumed the conversation, 
and again that voice of wire came, 
and the talk was interrupted No- 
ticing the look of pity on his friends’ 
faces, he turned to Crar mer and said: 
* My dear George, the saints in this 
world have to endure more than the 
usual amount of suffering, so that we 
who are nof saints must not repine 
at what the divine Providence has 
given us to bear." That was a very 
vretty speech, only when you have 
been more than usually making a 
fool of yourself you had better not 
say D. V. that day. It is true, no 
doubt, but you had better leave it 
ont. You remember, perhaps, about 
Socrates’ wife, a terrible woman. 

Socrates went out toa dinner party 
one day. and a young man, with cus- 
tomary forwardness, asked him why 
he marriec Xantippe. Says he: “I'll 
tell you. If you want to learn horse 
b.caking you will not take a tender- 
mouthed horse, but one with a hard 
mouth. I want to manage men, and 
I thought if I could manage Xantippe 
I could certainly manage men- Now 
take Richard Baxter. All of you here 
being good, religious people, have 
read the Saints' Everlasting Rest, or 
have it on your shelves. which is the 
next best thing. He labored at Kid 
derminster, and in the course of his 
preaching a young woman heard him 
say some women havea great ten 
dency to fall in love with their pas 
tors. So it was with this youtig wo 
man and Baxter was very much as 
tonisLed when he found itout. Like 
a wise man he didnot refuse the good 
which the gods provided for him. and 
so it was settled by-and-by that they 
should marry. But before they mar- 
ried they drew up a protocol. in which 
they agreed that she wouldnot re- 
quire from hira one hour that ought 
to be given th his ministerial duties. 
and he required ofher that she would 
not bother him with her money or 
her money matters, or her law mat- 
ters, growing out of her monoy mat- 
ters. 

And then for seventeen yenrs, as 
ho says, she was the meetest help a 
man could have.” That woman 
watched over him. Sometimes he 
was neglectful of courtesies and she 
kept him in order. She sweetened 
hisıtemper when it was a little sour- 
ed, and when the English church. 
which had offered him a miter, sent 
him to jail, he stood outon one of the 
sublimest Nonconformists of England, 
the men who have widened our liber- 
ty and helped you to yours, and that 
woman helped him in prison; and 
then, alas, she died and leit him in a 
loneliness worse than tho grat. They 
were friends. Now take tho Inst of 
these four clorical marriages, that of 
tho famous man, John Wesley. John 
Wesley had will enough to be a pres 
‘ident or a king, and could govern 
men woll ; but whenever be had any 
thing ta do with women he broke 
down. They wero mysteries ho could 
not solve. All his affairs with wom- 
en were fiascoes. He came out here 
to Georgia to preach the Gospel, and 
became acquainted with Sophia Cum 
ston. She was a young girl who wore 
long curls, danced, and did not dis 
like the suppers that follow balls. 
Now it is a good deal for one man to 


took another man and married him. 


she presented herself for communion 
refused her. At last, having made 
America ver, hot, Wesley went back 
to England to cool. Sometimes he 
wou'd still think he had the gift for 
marriage, and sometimes that he had 
not; but at last, in an evil hour, hé 
marıied a widow lady. After mar- 
riage everything went well for a while 
as it always docs ; the barometer al- 
ways stands “set fair.” But it began 
to fall, and by and by it got stormy, 


Sometimes she opened his letters, 
and found letters from women, on 
their spiritual uffairs ; and you know 
what curious letters women will write 
about their spiritual affairs—etters 
in which they would quote from the 
Song of Solomen things which Mas. 
Wesley could not spiritually’ discern. 
And by and by Wesley wrote her 
her some letters—letters which were 
singularly injudicious, because to tell 
a woman ali zou think about it, you 
know is very injudicious. So it went 
on; but we will draw the curtain 
there, because it is ssid that the lady 
went from hard words to that often 
follows them. Some years afterward 
she went off and never came back; 
and Wesley wrote in his diary words 
concerning that event which have not 
been equalled siuce for conciseness. 
“I did not leave the woman; I did 
not send her away ; I shall not send 
for her buck." That ended the mar- 
vied life of John Wesley. Perhaps 
tho most melancholy marriage in this 
world was Milton's, and the most in 
telligible. The most learned man in 
Europe, and the nearest approach to 
Apollo. in bodily attainments, the 
world has evor seen; at thirty seven 
years he goes away. tells no una and 
brings back with him a girk!—his 
wife. 


Before a month he sat down to 
write his memorab'e treatise on Di- 
vorce. Ina little timeshe cried for 
her mother, and he let her go bome. 
Then take Dr. Samuel Johnson. At 
ubout twenty seven he was at Bur- 
lington. secking work. and waa in- 
troduced toa Jady named Porter. 
She was fair, fut and forty—in fact 
forty seven. She pitiéd him in bis 
poverty, and they married Not long 
after Johnson had to go to London, 
and the poor woman had to go back 
to her own place, and che died beſo e 
he was able to bring her to his home 
But sho had loved him in his poverty, 
and ho never forgot her, and we read 
that he poured out his soul for her 
and prayed that her soul might have 
repose. If there were time we might 
look at Wordsworth's simple, noble, 
domestic life ; but let it pass, for time 
pusses. There was the marriage of 
John Flaxinan, to whom Sir Joshua 
Reynolds said that ho had rumed 
himself when he married. But he 
went to Rome, and his genius was 
inspired to succoss there, while his 
wife watched over him, and beld him, 
as it were, always in herarme, 80 that 
at Inst when she was taken from him 
thie gentle , noble ınan, did tho best 
thing he could, and died too. 


Two more cases and I will con- 
clude These are two personal pic- 
tures, and are so contrasted that if 
they were not taken out of the fa- 
mous history of England you might 
think they were taken from the im- 
agination. The first is ont of the 
life of that great man, Sir Thomas 
Moore, of whom it ia enough to say 
that ho was the friend of Erasmus.
